should have been left unfastened 
have become so after tha crew hud 
left the ship. 


There was nothing open that would 


jeopardize the ship iu case of bad 
weather. The hatches were In place 
and the compauionway closed. Why 
this was so 1 coald not understand— 
that Is, If the crew had gone ashore 
from the anchorage, leaving her alone, 
and she had been blown off. 


Having noted these things, I went 


below by the forecastle companion- 
way. 


There was not a soul below forward. 
I did not expect to find any one 


fhere alive, but I fancied I might Dnd 
Dnd one or more dead Bodies. I went 
aft to where the officers' quarters-were 
nud looked into every room. The last 
one I came to, evidently the captain's, 
gave me a surprise. 


On tie broad berth a little boy, not 


a year old, sat looking at me. His 
eye was bright and his cheeks ruddy. 
Indeed, he was the picture of health. 
Seeing me, be broke into a smile. Be- 
hind him. with her face to the wall, 
lay. fl woman. I touched her. but. she 
ttid not move. 
Pulling her over so 


that I could see her face, I saw by n 
Blight muscular movement that she 
was alive. 


I bad brought a. flask of liquor -with 


me in case of such an emergency and 
poured a little down her throat She 
opened her eyes, but soon closed them 
again. 


We had brought some broth In a bot- 


tle, which one of the men carried. 
I 


called for him to .come down to me and 
fed the woman a little of the broth. 
She opened her eyea again and this 
time looked for the child. Seeing him, 
she looked agvin at ns men aud mut- 
tered what I took to bo thanks that the 
boy would be saved. We fed her a tea- 
spoonful of broth at a time til!l she was 
able to articulate. 
She was so low- 


that I dared not move her/and yet 1 
would not leave her. We remained 
near the vessel all any. and before dark 
I determined to take her and her boy 
m to our own ship. ^Wrapping'her in 
blankets, we carried her on deck. 'Wie 
rnost difficult part of it was to get her 
into tlie boat, but we accomplished this 
by tying her in n hammoek"'aud with n 
rope at each end lowered her. The ba- 
by I carried down in my arms. In. the 
same Way we took her aboard the Mac- 
Avoy. 


The derelict was In such good condi- 


tion that 1 concluded to put a prize 
crew aboard of her nnd send her to 
Honolulu, not many days' sail to tbe 
north of us. There would be nothing 
to do but provision and water her, 
though it would be safer to d6 some 
pumping, so I sent hair a dozen men 
aboard of bur with what they would 
need and had the pleasure of teeing 
'them holit her' sails and move away 
northwaid. 


The woman wr had rescued was 


ready 'the tu-st moqilns to give the 


of 


live as long as' possible to get the ben 
eiit of a rescue, she refrained from 
food entirely. It Is probable that had 
our coming beeu delayed a few hours 
she would have died. 


I got what information I could from 


her as to the Islaiifl on which her hus- 
band and hia crew had been marooned 
and judged that it was one of the Spor- 
ades on the Polynesian groups. 1 was 
bound for tho Philippines, so that both 
these groups lay in my course. It be- 
hooved me to find them if possible, not 
only to reunite this family, but take off 
the marooned men, A few days' sail 
brought us lo the first of the groups, 
but we heard nothing of the men1 we 
searched for. But when we struck the 
Polynesians we had better success 
The rescued woman was on, deck when 
we passed one of tBern and recognized 
it as the island from which sjie :hnd 
been blown. -We circled it and on n 
bit of high ground saw with a glass 
something white fluttering. We turn- 
ed our course toward it and struck the 
marooned men. 


As we approached we saw them 


standing on the shore watching us, ai 
presently 
we heard the cheer, b 


when we came near enough to make 
them hear that we had the captain's 
wife anfl boy on board they went, wild 
with delight, and I s.aw one of them 
drop on his knees. I was sure it was 
the captain himself. 


I shall never forget the meeting be 


tween the captain and his wife, to sa? 
nothing at his having his boy restored 
to him. He was so relieved and de 
lighted at their restoration that for 
some time he did not ask for the story 
of their rescue. When he had heard it 
and that his ship was also saved and 
gone to Honolulu he had nothing fur 
ther to desire. 


We took him and his crew aboard 


and transferred them to the first shi) 
we met going westward. 


From that day to this there are two 


things connected with the adventure 
that will never fade from my memory 
I shall never cease to hear the melon 
choly irregular tolling of that ship's 
bell. But, more than this, the sudden 
coming upon that picture of- innocent 
budding life, unconscious of the dread 
ful situation of which It was the cen 
ter, Is stamped indelibly on my men- 
tal vision. I had found in the midst of 
an ocean n ship; on that ship the dn!y 
conscious thing was a child and ou 
that child's face a smile.
